arid agreed to investigate the English 
match factories. The committee which 
made the Investigation reported that 
while it was plain that many laborers; 
in match factories did suffer by rea- 
son of the preaence of 
white phos- 


phorus, there Was only one substitute 
chemical which could be used in the 
manufacture of matches designed to 
strike anywhere, and that this sub- 
stance was protected by a British 
patent. The report, was therefore un- 
favorable .to the abortion of the use 
of white phosphorus. When the mat- 
ter came to be considered in. parlia- 
ment, the report of. the committee was 
overturned, and a law was passed em- 
bodying the principles laid down In the 
Berne conference. This law also pro-' 
vidpd that the existing patent should 
be modified to such an extent as would 
prevent a monopoly on the other 
process of match-making. It set forth 
that the patent holder should share 
with another manufacturers upon the 
payment of a reasonable or stipulated 
surri. It is doubtful if there ever has 
been a case in the United States where 
a- patentee has been compelled by leg- 
islation to surrender any part of bis 
rights. 
Substitutes for White Phosphorous. 


The fumes of white phosphorus are 


injurious particularly to persons with 
decayed teeth, 
through .which, the 


chemical finds. Its way into the Jaw- 
bOBi;. . and there ruiie a course that 
often results in death. 
The medical 


profession has not met 
with 
K< 


success in treating necrosis arising 
from this cause. The existence of im- 
proved match-making machinery has 
tended to reduce the dangers incident 
to the use,of white phosphorus, but 
most authorities agree that the only 
way to eliminate these dangers com- 
pletely \vill-be to follow the course of 
European nations and abolish the 
manufacture. Importation and sale of 
matches' made with it. 


If is said that there are at least two 


harmless substitutes for white phos- 
phorus in the making of matches. Red 
Phosphorus has long been used in 
making safety matches, such as will 
strike only on a prepared 
surface. 


This substance was used first In 1845. 
and has, in a large.me««ure, changed 
the nature of the match industry. The 
only excuse for th continuation of the 
use of white phosphorus is that the 
hustling American likes a match which 
will strike on anything. 


There are.more than 200 match fac- 


tories in the United States and Can- 
ada. It has been computed that the 


verage Individual in the civilized 
world uses eight matches a day. Three 
millions of them are struck every mtn- 
te of the year. Half of the whole 
world's consumption of matches Is in 
the United States and Canada. 
Not 


mort th*« half of the population of 
the world uses matches. Even In the 
remoter districts of Europe, the old- 
uhtoned method of borrowing 
fire 


from the neighbors is continued. It Is 
said that in many . cases fires are 
Uthted when a bride and her husband 
go to housekeeping and are kept alive 
until their children are grown 
and

The major portion of the 
safety 


matches used In the United States are 
mad* in Sweden, France and Norway. 
In.France, match-making is conducted 
as a government monopoly. There are 
seven large factories. They ure made 
by machines whose capacity Is 50.000 
boxes of matches an hour, each mox 
containing 50 matches.

these machines,, no 
human 
hand 


touches the match from the time It is 
cut from the log untH it Is in the hands 
of the consumer. Every process

Still another .novel Idea con- 
sists of a round roll of sand paper, 
into which a match Is placed.

150 horsepower from the eastern 


factoo, the boiler capacity at 
the 


mine will represent 320 horsepower, or 
almost double the capacity obtaining 
before the disastrous fire of April 11, 
that destroyed the mine plant. Su- 
perintendent Richard Roelolf and his 
mechanical force are busy, and With 
the arrival of the steam hoist next 
week the plant will be rushed to com- 
pletion. It is expected that the mine 
will be again in full operation by the 
middle of July. The new hoisting en- 
gine will hav$ a hoisting 
capacity 


from a depth of about 2,000 feet, and 
will be of the latest model and de- 
sign. 
The engine room and other 


mine buildings will be made fireproof 
a« far as possible, and as before the 
fire, wilt be situated at safe distance 
from the shaft and gallows frame. 


A. two-car shipment was loaded out 


today by Lessees Bxickmaster, Mclntyr« 
and associates, operating the Home 
mine of the Commonwealth Mining arfa 
Milling company, on the northeastern 
slope Of Beacons hill. 
The shipment, 


made up of screenings and coarse 
rock, was mined from the recent strike 
southwest from the shaft, and the 
values are estimated at about 150 a ton 
for the screenings and about J20 a ton 
for the coarse quartz.
